Washington, Dec. 2.—Senator Cul- 


1cm toS'ay introduced u bill to amend 
the Sherman anti-trust law. It pro- 
hibits interstate commerce in arti- 
cles produced by trusts, the penalty 
for violations being 'a fine of from 
$50 Oto $5,000. 


IN THE SENATE. 


Washing-ton. Dec. Z.—There were 


two events of interest in the senate 
today, tho swearing in of Russell A. 
Alger as a senator from Michigan 
and the presentation of the presi- 
dent's annual message. 


Before the senate convened Mr. Al- 


ger appeared on the floor and was 
lieariUy congratulated by his 
new 


colleagues. 
The family of the new 


senator, with a few personal friends, 
occupied seats in the reserved gal- 
lery to witness the ceremony, while 
members of the Michigan delegation 
in the house 
came over from the 


house for the same purpose. 


Messrs. Platt, of Connecticut, and 


Jones, of Arkansas, the committee 
appointed by the 
senate to join a 


similar committee from the house to 
notify the president that congress 
had assembled, reported that they 
had performed this duty, whereupon 
Mr. Barnes, assistant secretary to 
the president, delivered his message 
to congress. 
Printed copies 
had 


been furnished each senator and they 
closely followed the reading of the 
document. But few democrats were 
in their seats when the reading of 
the message began. 


Scuor Qucsadu, the Cuban minis- 


ter, again occupied a scat in the dip- 
lomatic gallery and evinced much 
interest in the message. 


Upon the conclusion of the reading 


of the message, which occupied one 
hour and fifteen minutes, it was or- 
dered to lie 
on the table and 
be 


printed. 


A concurrent resolution offered by 


Mr. Morgan, of Alabama, providing 
for the printing of a compilation of 
bills and debates in congress relat- 
ing to trusts, was referred to the 


The senate then, at 1:27 p. m., on 


motion of Mr. Lodge, went into exe- 
cutive session. 


The doors were 
opened at 1:35. 


Mr. Frye laid before the senate 
a 


number of annual reports of govern- 
ment officials and then had read the 
resignation of Rev. W. H. Milburn, 
the blind chaplain of the senate.

tine business, Mr. Platt, of Con- 
necticut, presented a resolution ex- 
pressing the.sorrow of the senate 
over the 
death 
of Representative 


Charles H. Russell, of Connecticut, 
.which was adopted, and as a further 
mark of respect the senate, at 1:50 
p. m., adjourned until tomorrow. 


IN THE HOUSE. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—The house 


met at noon today with a large at- 
tendance and crowded galleries. Im- 
mediately nfter the reading of the 
journal Gordon Russell, who 
was 


elected to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of R. C. de Graffenreid, of 
Texas, and Edward Swarm, -who was 
electt-d to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Amos J. Cummings, of 
New York, appeared at the bar and 
took the oath.

once in writing. 
The house then 


took n recess until 12:30 to awnit the 
message, 


When the house reconvened, Mr. 


Barnes, assistant secretary to the 
president, announced the message, 
which, by

speaker, was immediately read by the 
clerk. 
The 
members 
displayed 


great interest In it, mwny of them fol- 


lowing the reading in the printed 
copies which were distributed by the 
pages. 


The reading of the message was 


listened to attentively, especially 
these portions relating to the regu- 
lation of trusts, the tariff and the 
isthmian canal 'bill. 
There were no 


demonstrations until the reading was 
concluded when there was a genorous 
outburst of applause on the republi- 
can side. The reading consumed ex- 
aotly an hour. 


The president's message was re- 


ferred to the committee of the whole 
house on. the state of the union with- 
out objection. 


Mr. Cannon moved to consider to- 


morrow the bill to defray the ex- 
penses of the anthracite coal strike 
commission. It was so ordered. 


After Mr. Lanhain, of Texas, had 


announced the death of his late col- 
leagues, Representatives de Graffen-

LIVES LOST ON THE LAKES 


THBEE VESSELS GO DOWN IN 


FIEBCE STOBM. 


Two Driven to Pieces on Hocks in 


Lake Superior and One Lost in 


Lake Huron. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Dec. 2.— 


Twenty-nine lives are believed to 
have been lost in the terrible gale 
from the west which swept over 
Lakes Superior ai\l Huron Saturday 
night. The steamer Charles Hebard 
is known to be a total wreck, and 
no hopes are entertained for her crew 
of fourteen. The schooner Aloha, in 
tow of the Hebard, is missing, and 
it is believed she has gone down with 
seven lives. 
The schooner Celtic 


broke away from her tow in Lake 
Huron while bound for this port, and 
little doubt is felt that she has 
foundered in the storm and that her 
crew of eight are lost.

CONFERENCE MAY RESULT IN 


END O'F STRIKE. 


RAMSEY WAKES STATEMENT 


REVIEWS THE SITUATION FROM 


BEGINNING TO PRESENT. 


Up to 2 o'clock this afternoon 


there had been no material change 
in the Wabash strike situation. The 
strikers held a meeting this morn- 
ing and received some information 
from their general committee in 
Springfield. It was to the effect that 
the conference with Motive Power 
Superintendent 
J. B. Barnes, 
at 


Springfield, yesterday afternoon, was 
without result and the committee 
was given transportation and sent to 
St. Louis last nig-ht, where they are 
probably holding a conference with 
President Joseph Ramsey this after- 
noon. At the meeting this morning- 
a letter from 
Mr. Ramsey to the 


chairman of the general committee 
of the strikers, in which he views 
the strike from 
his point of view 


from the beginning up to the pres- 
ent, was read, but no action was tak- 
en thereon. The only matter touch- 
ed upon in the letter that had not 
already been submitted to the men 
is found in the two closing para- 
graphs. The letter is as follows:

CONNECTED THIS WEEK. 


Jumping Station Shut Down Today 


to Permit Installing of 


Larger Compressors. 


At noon today the Fort Wayne Gas 


\;uiupany iiiut UUWIL the m:teuiji«ry in 
its No. 2 pumping station at Hartford 


i'ty in order to connect up tile nsw 


compressors to be installed there for 
the purpose of increasing the capac- 
ity of the station. The pumps will 
3e out of service for some hours, and 
its effect will doubtless be noticed in 
the gas supply in Fcrt Wayne this 
afternoon. 


Superintendent G. Ma'x Huffmann 


said today tha't by the end of the 
present week the company expected to 
have all its new compressors in- 
stalled, its new pipe lines laid and 
all the pumping stations working to 
.-heir full capacity. Sixty new wells, 
drilled during the past summer, will 
then be connected up, and it is hoped 
he gas supply will be materially 
strengthened. The new wells do not, 
of course, approach in capacity those 
drilled earlier in the history of the 
g-as business, and they range in pres- 
sure from 25 to 75 pounds per square 
ncli.

Huffmann figures the 


average pressure from the entire sys- 
*c-m nt nbout 50 pounds.

MESSAGE. 


President Roosevelt's second an- 


nual message to congress is- in no 
sense nor in any respect a striking; 
state document. Like all the presi- 
dt'iit's compositions, it presents what 


lie has to say with force and much 
ilulsh. and in contrast with his first 


message is a document of readable 
length. 


The only two subjects upon which 


the message touches at all calculated 


to enlist gcncr.-1,! public interest are 
the trusts and the tariff. 
The presi- 


dent in his discussion of the trusts 
does little more than to reiterate his 
distinct and well known views upon 
the subject. 
He holds that by them- 


selves considered trusts arc not evils; 
that combination's of capital have be- 
come essential to the large way we 
have in Liii.-i country u£ lioiug thiuyj. 
What he holds to be bad about them 
is due to the incident of opportunity 
and not to inherent evil. He asserts 


belief that congress has ample power 
under the constitution to make laws 
that will permit effectual 
dealing 


with and control o£ the trusts and 
urges congress to enact such laws. 
If, however, it be found that the con- 
stitution does not allow congress suf- 


ficient latitude in de.iling with mat- 
ters of interstate commerce, then 
there will be time enough for a con- 
stitutional amendment. 


Upon the question of tariff revision 


the message will be something of a 


disappointment to those in the presi- 
dent's ov.-n party who believe tariff 
revision necessary. 
The president 


declares the country is thoroughly 
committed to the protectionist prin- 


ciple and that to disturb schedules 


now and unsettle business would in 


no wise be compensated for in the 
slight and sporadic benc-Jits thus de- 
rive:!. He believes the tariff should 
be as f.ir as possible taken out of poli- 
tics and to that end recommends a 
law to provide for a permanent tariff 


commission to report to 
congress 


from time to time such recommenda- 
tions as intimate scientific 
knowl- 


edge of conditions should dictate. 


Upon all other topics the message 


is f j r the most part 
perfunctory.

This 
industrial development must not be 
checked, but side by si'de with it 
should go such progressive regula- 
tion as will diminish, the evils. We 
shouM fail in 'our duty if we did 
not try to remedy the evils, but 
we shall succeed only if we proceed 
patiently, with practical •common 
sense as well as resolution, sepa- 
rating the good from the bad and 
holding 011 to the farmer while en- 
deavoring to get rid of the latter. 


DISCUSS THE TBTTSTS. 


In my message 
to the present 


congress at its first session I dis- 
cussed at length the question of 
the regulation of those big corpora- 
tions commonly 
doing an inter- 


state business, olteu with sumo 
tendency to monopoly, which arc 
popularly known as trusts. The 
experience of the past year has 
emphasized, 
in my opinion, the 


desirability of the steps I then 
proposed. A fundamental requisite 
of social efficiency is a high stand- 
ard of individual energy and ex- 
cellence; but this is in no wise in- 
consistent 
with power to act in. 


combination for aims which can 
not well be achieved by the indi- 
vidual acting alone. 
A 
funda- 


mental base of civilization is the 
inviolability of property; but this 
is in no wise inconsistent with the 
rights of society to regulate the 
exercise of the artificial powers 
which it confers upon the owners 
of property, under the name of cor- 
porate franchises, in such, a way as 
to prevent the misuse 
of these 


powers. 
Corporations, and espec- 


ially combinations of corporations, 
should be managed under public 
regulation. Experience has shown 
that under our system of JJOVM-II- 
nient 
the necessary 
supervision 


can not be obtained by state ac- 
tion. It must therefore be achiev- 
ed by national action. 


AIM IS NOT TO ^iciiBOY. 


Our aim is not to do away with 


corporations; 
on 
the 
contrary, 


these 'big aggregations arc an in- 
evitable development of modern in- 
dustrialism, and the effort to de- 
stroy them would be futile unless 
accomplished in ways that would 
work the utmost mischief to the 
entire body politic. 
We can do 


nothing of good in the way of reg- 
ulating and supervising these cor- 
porations until we fix clearly in 
our minds that we are not attack- 
ing the corporations, but endeav- 
oring to do away with any evil in 
them. We are not hostile to them; 
we are merely 
determined that 


they shall be so handled as to sub- 
serve, the public good. We draw 
the line against misconduct, not 
against wealth. The capitalist 
who, alone or in conjunction with 
his fellows, performs some great 
industrial feat by which he wins 
money is a welldoer, not a wrong- 
doer, provided only he works ir. 
proper and legitimate lines. We 
wish to favor such a man when he 
does well. We wish to supervise 
and control his actions only 
to 


prevent him from doing ill. Pub- 
licity can do no harm to the hon- 
est corporation; and we need not 
be overtender 
about sparing the 


dishonest corporation. 


MUST MOVE WITH CABE. 


In curbing and regulating the 


combinations of capital which are 
or may become injurious to the 
public we must be careful not to 
stop the great enterprises which 
have legitimately reduced the cost 
of production, not to abandon the 
place which our country has won 
in the leadership of the internat- 
ional industrial world, not to 
strike down wealth with the result 
of closing factories and mines, of 
turning the wage-worker idle in 
the streets and leaving the farmei 
without 
a market for what he 


grows. 
Insistence upon the im- 


possible means delay in achieving 
the possible, exactly as, on the oth- 
er hand, 
the stubborn defense 


alike of what is gpod and what is 
bad in the existing system, the res 
olute effort to obstruct any attemp 
at betterment, betrays blindness ti 
the historic truth that wise evolu 
tion is the sure safeguard ngains 
revolution. 


No more important subject can 


come before congress than this o 
the regulation of interstate busi 
ness. This country can not aft'or 
to sit supine on the plea that un 
der our peculiar system of goverr 
ment we are helpless in the pres 
ence of the »«w conditions,

unable to grapple with them or to 
cut out whatever of evil has arisen 
in connection with them. The pow- 
er of the congress to regulate in- 
terstate . commerce is an absolute 
r.nd unqualified grant, and with- 
out limitations other than those 
prescribed by the constitution. The 
congress has constitutional author- 
ity to make all laws necessary and 
proper for executing- this power, 
and I am satisfied that this nuwer 
has not been exhausted by any 
Jug-isJiUiou 
now on 
uiu 
suuuio 


books. 
It is evident, therefore, 


that evils restrictive of commer- 
cial freedom 
and 
entailing 
re- 


straint upon 
national commerce 


fall within the regulative power of 
the congress, nnd that a wise and 
reasonable law would be a neces- 
sary and proper exercise of con- 
gressional 
authority 
to the end 


that such evils should be eradi- 
cated. 


THINKS REMEDY POSSIBLE. 


I believe that monopolies, unjust, 


discriminations, which prevent or 
cripple 
competition, 
fraudulent 


overcapitalization, and other evils 
in trust 
organizations and prac- 


tices which injuriously affect inter- 
state trade can be prevented under 
the power of the congress to "reg- 
ulate commerce with foreign na- 
tions and among 
the several 


states" through regulations and re- 
quirements operating directly upon 
such commerce, the instrumental- 
ities thereof, and those engaged 
therein. 


URGES LEGISLATION 


I earnestly recommend this sub- 


ject to the consideration of the con- 
.gross with a view to the passage of 
a law reasonable in its .provisions 
ar.d effective in its operations, upon 
which the questions can ba finally 
adjudicated that now raise doubt.; 
as to the necessity of constitutional 
amendment. I- it prove impossible 
to accomplish the purposes above 
E'at forth, by such a law. 'then, as- 
suredly, we should not shrink from, 
amending the constitution so as 
to secure .beyond ipsradvsnture the 
power sought.

law as it now stands. Very much 
has been done by the department 
of jusMco in securing the enforco- 
nxnt of this .:aw, but murh. mors 
ecu-Id' be clone if congress wou!rl 
irake n. special .appropriation fcr 
this purpose, to ba expended under 
the direction of the attorney gen- 
eral. 


TARIFF NOT TO BLAME. 


On« .proposition advocated has

Not merely 
would this be wholly ineffective, 
but the diversion of our efforts in 
such a direction would mean tho 
abandonment of all intelligent at- 
tempt to do away with these evil;'.

such that a needed change can not 
with advantage be made by the ap- 
plication of tlie reciprocity idea, ] 
then it can be inrule outright by a 
.lowering o£ duties on'a given pro- 
duct. 
If possible, such change 


should be made only after the full- 
est consideration by practical ex- 
perts, who should approach the sub- 
ject from a business standpoint, 
having in view both the particular 
interests affected nnd the commer- 
c'?.l well-being of the people as a 
whole. The machinery for provid- 
ing- such careful investigation can 
readily be supplied. The executive 
department has already at its dis- 
posal methods of collecting facts 
and figures; and if the congress 
dc:;:res additional consideration to 
that which will be given the sub- 
ject by its own committees, then a 
commission of business experts can 
be appointed whose duty it should 
be to recommend action by the con- 
gress after a deliberate and scien- 
tific examination of the various 
schedules ns they are affected by 
the changed and changing condi- 
tions. T.he unhurried and unbiased 
report of this commission would 
show what changes should be made 
in tho various schedules, and' how 
far these changes could go without 
also changing tho great prosperity 
which this country is now enjoy- 
ing, or upsetting its fixed economic 
policy. 


The cases in which the tariff can 


produce a monopoly are so few as 
to constitute an inconsiderable fac- 
tor in tho question; but of course if 
in any case it be found that a given 
rate of duty does promote a monop- 
oly which works ill, 110 protection- 
itt would object, Lo such a reduction 
of the duty as would equalize com 
petition. 


In my judgment, the tariff on 


anthracite coal should bo removed 
and anthracite put actually, wher 
it now is nominally, on the fre 
list. This would have no effect a 
all save in crises; but in crises i 
might be of service to the people. 


MONETARY REFORMS. 


Interest rates ore a potent facto 


in our monetary system, 
are the natural servants of com- 
merce, and upon them should be 
placed, as far as practicable,, th« 
burden of furnishing and maintain- 
ing a circulation adequate to sup- 
ply the needs of o.ur diversified in- 
dustries and of our domestic ;and 
foreign commerce; and the issue of 
this should be so regulated that a 
sufficient supply should be- always 
available for the business interests 
of the country. 


It would be both unwise and un- 


necessary at this time to attempt to 
reconstruct our financial system, 
which has been the growth of a 
century; but some additional legis- 
lation is, I think, desirable. . Tlie 
mere outline of any plan sufficiently 
comprehensive to meet these re- 
quirements would transgress the 
appropriate limits of this communi- 
cation. It is suggested, however, 
that all future legislation on the 
subject should be with the view of 
encouraging the use of such in- 
strumentalities as will automatical- 
ly supply every legitimate demand 
of productive industries and of 
commerce, not only in the amount, 
but in the character of circulation; 
and of making all kinds of money 
interchangeable, and, at the will of 
the holder, convertible into tlie es- 
tablished gold standard. 


I again call your attention to the 


need of passing a proper immigra- 
tion law, covering the points out- 
lined in my message to you at the 
first session of the present con- 
gress; substantially such a bill has 
already passed the house.

How to secure fair treatment 


alike for Inibor and for capital, bow 
to hold in check the unssrupulous 
mnn, whether employer or

without

cramping the iudustria.1 develop- 
ment of the country, is a problem 
fraught with gre'at difficulties and 
one which it is of tmc highest im- 
portance to solve on lines of sanity 
and far-siRihted common sense n« 
well as of devotion to the right. 
This is an era of federation and 
combination. Exactly as business 
men find they must 
often work 


through corporations, and as it is a 
constant tendency of these corpor- 
ations to grow I'airger, so it is often 
necessary far hiilMi'iug mcu l.v -»orJL 
in federations, and these have be- 
come important factors of modern 
industrial life. EotJi kinds of fed- 
eration, capitalistic and labor, can 
do much go-od, and -as «. necessary 
corollary they can -both do evil. 
Opposition to each kind of organi- 
zation should take the form of op- 
position -to whatever is bad in tlie 
conduct of 'any given corporation or 
union—not of attacks upon corpor- 
ations as such nor upon unions as 
' such; for some of the most foir- 
rcnching beneficent work for our 
people 
Has 
been accomplished 


through both corporations 'and un- 
ions. Each must refrain from arbi- 
trary or 
tyrannous 
interference 


with the rights of others. Organ- 
ised capital 'and organized labor 
alike should remember that in the 
long run the interest of ea-ch other 
must be brought into 
harmony 


with the interest 'of the general 
public; and the conduct of 
eadh 


must conform to tlie fundamental 
rules cf obedience to the law, of in- 
dividual freedom, and of 
justice 


and fair dealing toward all. Eaoh 
should remember that in addition 
to power it roust strive after the 
realization of healthy, lofty, and 
generous ideals. Every employer, 
every wags-worker, must be guar- 
anteed his liberty land his right to 
do as he likes -with his property 
or his labor so long as he does not 
infringe upon the rights of others. 
It is of the highest 
importance 


that employer and employe alike 
should endeavor to appreciate elaoh 
the viewpoint of the other and the 
sure disaster that will come upon 
both in the 
long run 
if either 


grows to take as habitual an 'atti- 
tude 'of pour hostility nnd distrust 
toward the other. Few people de- 
serve better of the country than, 
til.ose representatives both of capi- 
tal and labor—and there 'are many 
such—who work 
continually 
to 


bring about a good understanding 
of tliis kind, 'based upon wisdom 
and upon broa'd 'and kindly sympa- 
thy between employers 
and em- 


ployed. Above all, we need to re- 
member that wny kind of class 'an- 
imosity in the political world is 
i£ possible, even more wicked, even 
more destructive to national wel 
fare, than sectional, itvce, or xelig 
ious animosity. We <can get -good 
government only upon 
condition 


that we keep true to the principle: 
upon which this illation was found 
ed,ancl judge each m'an not >as w par 
of a class, but upon 'his individual 
merits.

to ask of any m!an, rich or pocr 
whatever his creed, 'Ms occupation 
his bM'hplJvce, or liis residence, i 
th'at he shall act<welland -honorably 
by liis neighbor and by (his ccnin 
try.

Wherever possible, arbitration or 
some similar method should be em- 
ployed in lieu of war to settle diffi- 
culties between civilized' nations, 
although as yet the world has not 
progressed sufficiently to render it 
possible, or necessarily desirable, to 
invoke arbitration in every case. 
Tho formation of the international 
tribunal which sits at The Hague 
is an event of good omea from 
which great consequences for thi 
welfare of all mankind may flow. 
It is far better, where possible, to 
invoke such a permanent tfjtjunal 
than to create special arbitrators 
for a given purpose.

We 
should fail in 'our duty if we dirt 
not try to remedy the evils, but 
we shall succeed only if we proceed 
patiently, with practical common 
sense as well as resolution, sepa- 
rating the good from line bad and 
Holding on to the former while en- 
deavoring to get rid of the latter. 


DISCUSS THE TRUSTS. 


In my message 
to the present 


congress at its first session I dis- 
cussed at length the question of 
the regulation of those big corpora- 
tions commonly 
doing' an inter- 


state business, often 
with some 


tendency to monopoly, which are 
popularly known as trusts. The 
experience of the past year has 
emphasized, 
in my opinion, the 


desirability of the steps I then 
proposed. A fundamental requisite 
of social efficiency is a high stand- 
ard of individual energy and ex- 
cellence; but this is in no wise in- 
consistent 
with power to act in 


combination for aims which can 
not well be achieved by the indi- 
vidual acting alone. 
A 
funda- 


mental base of civilization is the 
inviolability o£ property; but this 
is in no wise inconsistent with the 
rights of society to regulate the 
exercise of the artificial powers 
which it confers upon the owners 
of property, under the name of cor- 
porate franchises, in such a way as 
to prevent 
the misuse 
of these 


powers. 
Corporations, and espec- 


ially combinations of corporations, 
should be managed under public 
regulation. Experience has shown 
that under our system 01 govern- 
ment 
the necessary supervision 


can not be obtained by state ac- 
tion. It must therefore be achiev- 
ed by national action. 


UM IS NOT TO il^oi'KOY. 


Our aim is not to do away with 


corporations; 
on. 
the 
contrary, 


these big aggregations are an in- 
evitable development of modern in- 
dustrialism, and the effort to de- 
stroy them would be futile unless 
accomplished in ways that would 
work the utmost mischief to the 
entire body politic. 
"We can do 


nothing of good in the way of reg- 
ulating and supervising these cor- 
purutiimb until we fix cler.rly in 
our minds that we are not attack- 
ing the corporations, but endeav- 
oring to do away with any evil in 
them. We are not hostile to them; 
we are merely 
determined that 


they shall be so handled as to sub- 
serve, the public good. We draw 
the line against misconduct, not 
against 
wealth. 
The capitalist 


who, alone or in conjunction with 
his fellows, performs some great 
industrial feat by which he wins 
money is a welldoer, not a wrong- 
doer, provided only he works in 
proper and legitimate lines. We 
wish to favor such a man when he 
does well. We wish to supervise 
and control his actions only 
to 


prevent him from doing ill. Pub- 
licity can do no harm to the hon- 
est corporation; and we need not 
be overtender 
about sparing the 


dishonest corporation. 


MUST MOVE WITH CARE. 


In curbing and regulating the 


combinations of capital which are 
or may become injurious to the 
public we must be careful not to 
stop the great enterprises which 
have legitimately reduced the cost 
of production, not to abandon the 
place which our country has won 
in the leadership of the internat- 
ional industrial world, not to 
strike down wealth with the result

the historic truth that wise evolu- 
tion is the sure safeguard against 
revolution. 


No more important subject can 


come before congress than this o: 
the regulation of interstate busi 
ness. This country can not afford 
to sit supine on the plea that un 
der our peculiar system of govern 
ment we are helpless in the pros 
enco of the »ew conditions, an

The 
congress has constitutional author- 
ity to make alt laws necessary and 
proper for execuUnj;' tin:.; poxvcr, 
and I am salicfiud that, this nuv/er 
has not been exhausted by any

It is evident, thcrc-foro, 


that evils restrictive of commer- 
cial freedom 
and 
eiilailin;.;

MAY LOWER THE DUTIES. 


Wherever the ip.rill conili'Lions are 


sm;h that a needed change can not 
with adv.i7il.ngc be made by the ap- 
plication of the reciprocity idea, 
thrill it can be r.ia:lc outright by a 
.lowering of dutit-s on'a given pro- 
duct. 
It' possible, such change 


should be made only after the full- 
est consideration by practical ex- 
perls, who should approach the sub- 
ject from a business standpoint, 
having in view both the particular 
interests af.'ected and tho commer- 
cial well-being o£ the people as a 
whole. The machinery for provid- 
ing- such careful investigation can 
readily be supplied. The executive 
department .has already at its dis- 
posal methods of collecting facts 
and figures; and if the congress 
dcM-rcs additional consideration to 
that which will be given the sub- 
ject by Hi own committees, then a 
commission of biu-incss experts can 
ba appointed whose duty it should 
be to recommend action by the con- 
gress after n. deliberate and scien- 
tific examination of the various 
schedules as they are affected by 
the changed and changing condi- 
tions. The unhurried -and unbiased 
report of this commission would 
show vvhr.t changes should be made 
in the various schedules, and how 
far these changes could go without 
also changing the great prosperity 
which this country is now enjoy- 
ing, 
or upsetting its fixed economic 


policy. 


The canes in which the tariff can 


produce a monopoly are so few as 
to constitute an inconsiderable fac- 
tor in the question; but of course if 
in any ease it be found that a given 
rate of duty decs promote a monop- 
oly which works ill, no protection- 
ist would object to such a reduction 
of the duty as would equalize com- 
petition. 


In my judgment, the tariff on 


anthracite coal should bo removed 
r.nd anthracite put actually, where 
it now is nominally, on the free 
list. This would have no effect at 
nil save in crises; but in crises r 
might be of service to the people. 


MONETARY REFORMS. 


Interest rates are a potent facto 


in business activity, and ia order 
that these rates may be equalized 
to meet the varying needs of the 
seasons and of widely separated 
recurrence of financial stringencies 
which injuriously affect legitimate 
business, it is necessary that there 
should be an element of elasticity 
in our monetary system. 
Banks 


are the natural servants of com- 
merce, and upon them should be 
placed, as far as practicable, the 
burden of furnishing and maintain- 
ing a circulation adequate to sup- 
ply the needs of our diversified in- 
dustries and of our domestic and 
foreign commerce; and the issue of 
this should be so regulated that a 
sufficient supply should be always 
available for the business interests 
of the country. 


It would be both unwise and un- 


necessary at this time to attempt to 
reconstruct our financial system, 
which has been the growth of a 
century; but some additional legis- 
lation is, I think, desirable. 
The 


mere outline of any plan sufficiently 
comprehensive to meet these re- 
quirements would transgress the 
appropriate limits of this communi- 
cation. It is suggested, however, 
that all future legislation on the 
subject should be with the view of 
encouraging the use of such in- 
strumentalities as will automatical- 
ly supply every legitimate demand 
of productive industries 
and of 


commerce, not only in the amount, 
hut in the character of circulation; 
and of making all kinds of money 
interchangeable, and, at the will of 
i\.„ T.,-!,!,,.. -r.-,--o-.*-;i,in 171*0 th° P^- 
tablished gold standard. 


I again call your attention to the 


need of passing a proper immigra- 
tion law, covering the points out- 
lined in my message to you at the 
first session of the present con- 
gress; substantially such a bill has 
already passed the house.

ibollh. 


Irjbor and 'capital now find expres- 
sion, the steady tendency toward 
tfre employment of oaipitni in huge 
corporations, 'and tlh'e 
wonderful 


strides of this country toward lead- 
ership in the international business 
world justify an urgent demand 
for the creation of sudh ia position. 
Substantially all the leading com- 
mcrcinl bodies in tihis country foave 
united in requesting- its creation.

RECIPROCITY WTTH CUBA. 


1 hojie soon 10 submit to the sen- 


ate a reciprocity treaty witVOuba. 
On May SO tost the United States 
kept its promise to the island .by 
formally Vacating Cuban soil ftnd 
turning Cu'ba over to those whom 
her cavii people had chosen as tho 
first officials of the new republic. 


Cuba lies at our doors, and -wihat- 


evcr affects her for good or for ill 
affects us also- So much >have our 
people felt this tlvat in the Platt 
amendment we idennitcly took the 
ground t'hat Cu'ba. must thereafter 
h'avc closer political relations -witih 
us than with 'any other power. Tlhw> 
in a sense Cuba, tos b«ome a part 
of our internntionsvl politico! sys- 
tem. 
This makes it necessary that 


in return she should -be given som« 
of the benefits of becoming part 
of our economic system. It is, from 


our own standpoint, «. short-Blgiht- 
cd and mischievous policy to fail 


men find tihey must 
cftcn work 


through corporations, and as it is a 
constant tendency of these corpor- 
ations to (T7\iw 1'aircer, ac it is often 
necessary for laboring men to work 
in federations, and these have be- 
come important factors of modern 
industrial life. 
BotJi kinds of fed- 


eration, capitalistic and labor, can 
do much good, and as «. necessary 
corollary t'hey can both do evil. 
Opposition to each kind of organi- 
zation Should take t'he form of op- 
position 'to whatever is 'bad in the 
conduct of any given corporation or 
union—not of attacks upon corpor- 
ations as such nor upon unions ,13 
such; for some of the most fan-- 
reaching beneficent work for our 
people 
has 
been 
accomplished 


through both corporations and un- 
\ - - - j 
Hie' 
1*. Tr.v.rt refrain fvrni ini'bl- 


tr.-.ry or 
tyrannous 
interference 


with the rights of others. Organ- 
ize-:! capital and organised labor 
alike Should remember that in the 
long run the interest of each other 
must be brought into harmony 
with the interest 'of the general 
public; and the conduct of 
eat'h 


must conform to the fundamental 
rules cf obedience to the law, cf in- 
dividual freedom, arid of justice 
and fair dealing toward all. Each 
should remember that in addition 
to power it must strive after the 
realisation :>f healthy, lofty, and 
generous ideals. Every employer, 
every waga-worker, must be guar- 
anteed his liberty -and his right to 
do ns he likes with, his property 
or his labor so long as he does not 
infringe upon the rights of others. 
It is of the highest 
importance 


that employer and employe alike 
should endeavor to appreciate each 
the viewpoint of the other and the 
sure disaster 'that will come upon 
both in the 
long run 
if either 


grows tt) take as habitual an 'atti- 
tude of sour hostility and distrust 
toward the other. Few people de 
serve better of the country than 
M.'ose representatives both of 'Capi- 
tal and labor—and lihere are many 
such—who work 
continually to 


bring about a gcc-d understanding 
of tins kind, based upeii wisdom 
and upon broaid and kindly sympa- 
thy between employers 
and em 


ployed. Above all, we need to re- 
member that, any kind of class 'an- 
imosity in tho politics! world is, 
if possible, even more wicked, ever 
more destructive to national wel- 
fare, than sectional, race, or relig- 
ious' animosity. We can get 'good 
government only upon condition 
that we keep tine to tho principle^ 
upon which this nation was found 
cd.and judge each man not as a par 
of -a. class, but upon 'hia individun 
merits. All that we hive ft. rig'h 
to ask of any m'an. rich or poor 
whatever his cree'd, 'his 'cccupnt; 
his birthplace, or his residence, i 
lih'at he shall actwell and honorably 
by his neig'hbor a.nd by 'his coun 
try. 
We are ncitiher for the rich I 


man as SUCh nor for the poor rrrnn I 


to recognize this need. Moreover, 
it is unworthy of n mighty «nil

A convention with Great Britain 


has been concluded, which will he 
at once laid before the senate for 
ratification, providing for recipro- 
cal trade arrangements between the 
United States and 
Newfoundland 


on substantially the same lines of 
the convention formerly negotiated 
by the secretary of state, Mr. 
Blaiiie. I believe reciprocal trad* 
relations will be greatly to the ad- 
vantage of both countries. 


As civilization grows warfare 


becomes less and less tho normal 
condition of foreign relations. The 
last century has seen a marked di- 
minution of wars between civilized 
powers; wars with uncivilized 
powers are largely mere matters of 
international police duty, essential 
for 
the welfare of the world. 


Wherever possible, arbitration or 
some similar method should he em- 
ployed in lieu of war to settle diffi- 
culties between civilized nations, 
although as yet the world has not 
progressed sufficiently to render it 
possible, or necessarily desirable, to 
invoke arbitratira in every case. 
The formation of the international 
tribunal which sits at The Hague 
is an event of good omen from 
which great consequences for the 
welfare of all mankind may flow. 
It is far better, where possihle, to 
invoke such a permanent tnbiinal 
than to create special arUtnitowi 
for a given purpose. 
; 


It is a matter of sincere 


ulation to our country that thj 
United States and Mexico should 
have been the nrst to use the good 
offices of The Hague court. This 
was done last summer, with most 
satisfactory results in the .CMM at 
a claim at issue between us and oar 
sistter republic. It is eainoiitjljr to

forward and tumbling his rider into 
the road. 
The lieutenant, who had 


elm need td look backward, turned and 
threatened to saber Mick then and 
there unless he at once remounted and 
acted like n soldier instead of a don- 
key, and Mick returned the threat, up- 
on which the lieutenant, using his 
saber as a paddle, gave Mick a tre- 
mendous spunk, and Mick swore an 
awful oath, which he chewed to ex- 
treme laceration as he uttered it, that 
he would get even with the lieutenant, 
nnd the lieutenant promised to give 
him a season of arrest in which to 
think up bis vengeful plan.

be would, for there was not at that 
.time a well armed, well trained cavalry 
regiment anywhere in the southern 
army. 
Greenhorn against greenhorn 


was ihe rule In those days, and not 
only Iu the cavalry service either.
